"We should have no great 
illusions," he said, "but we 
should try to see what the 
possibilities are.” 

De Gaulle urged toe crea¬ 
tion of what he calls a 
"European Europe.” In de 
Gaulle's definition, this would 
be a Europe in which each 
country retains its individual¬ 
ity, with no idea of supra- 
nationalism. 

In a television interview 
broadcast after Kiesinger’s 
return to Bonn, the West 
German chancellor said he 
and de Gaulle had agreed to 
pursue the creation of an 
independent Europe.

Admiral Libby, if he believes in the principle of

The Western Alliance got along very well without 
any assistance from Spain during the Second World 
War, and can survive without military bases there.

-a- 7 modern history at Budapest University and now

Official Languages Bill 


‘Honorable Way Out Likely 


From CP 

Justice Minister John 
Turner said Friday there are 
indications an honorable way 
will be found to avoid a test 
of constitutionality for the 
government's of ficial 
languages bill in the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

He said he is prepared to 
amend the bill in some of its 
details, but not in principle, to 
satisfy objections raised by 
B.C., the Prairie provinces. 
Quebec and Nova Sootia. But 
he said Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau and the cabinet still 
must be consulted before any 
amendments are written. 

B.C. feels the bill would 
discriminate against English- 
speaking federal public ser¬ 
vants and armed forces mem¬ 
bers in promotions. Turner 
did not talk about any specific 
amendment*. 

Elsewhere in Ottawa, in and 
out of the Commons: 

• A bill revising five 
pension acts covering federal 
employees was given second 
reading. It authorizes only 
minor changes in pension 
benefits and Liberal and op¬ 
position MP» demanded 
bigger increases. 


• Dr. Gaston Isabelle, 
Liberal MP for Hull, said the 
major Canadian tobacco 
manufacturers will appear 
before his Commons com¬ 
mittee on smoking. They plan 
a campaign to counter the 
government's efforts to curb 
cigarette smoking and will 
start with a major brief in 
April. 

• A voice vote in the 
Commons defeated a Progres¬ 


sive Conservative attempt to 
require federal certification of 
safety and quality before any 
major imported drugs may be 
sold in Canada. 

• Indian Affairs Minister 
Jean Chretien tabled a special 
departmental report that said 
Indian children should be 
Integrated Into provincial pub¬ 
lic school systems as soon as 
the full co-operation of their 
parents and local authorities 
can be obtained.

OTTAWA (Special) — The much-debated seal hunt came 
up again In the Commons Friday, when Robert Stanbury, 
parliamentary secretary to State Secretary Gerald Pelletier, 
was asked how it had happened that the CBC had made its 
infamous film of the seal hunt, involving the aldnning alive 
of a bqby seal for its horror impact. 

"I will make inquiries about it—but of course, I think 
honorable members o! the House always appreciate it when 
the CBC can earn revenue by exporting films,"-Stanbury 
replied. 

Meanwhile in Montreal. Serge Daygiun, who wrote and 
narrated the script of the 1964 seal hunt film, which has even 
sparked demonstrations abroad, said his film was "not 
faked.”

Bitter Anger 

Rouleau resigned as the 
prime minister’* parliament¬ 
ary secretary when Peason 
learned of his telephone calls. 
The documents in the flies 
show that the former prime 
minister was bitterly angry at 
Rouleau when he belatedly 
learned of his parliamentary 
secretary's involvement but 
that he eventually concluded 
that the member was a "weak 
but not a vicious or evil per¬ 
son.”

Basic Material 

In addition to the Favreau 
and Cardin letters, the files 
opened contain an extensive 
collection of memorandum, 
some written by himself, 
some by his advisers, which 
provide a fresh view of the 
moot sensational controversies 
of recent Canadtah political 
history. They are pert of the 
basic material from which 
histories of the period will be 
written. 

About 18 months ago. Pear¬ 
son told me that despite 
periodic attempts he had never 
been successful in maintaining 
a daily diary, He substituted 
for one the practice of 
periodically writing or dic¬ 
tating lengthy memoranda to 
himself, summarizing im¬ 
portant events as soon as 
possible after they had taken 
place. Some of the papers are 
these diary-substitutes. 

Work Delayed 

Pearson made the flip* 
available largely because his 
present work as head of the 
World Bank's commission on 
foreign aid has prevented him 
from starting wot* on the 
memoirs where he had origi¬ 
nally intended that toe 
material would be first used. 

He left Ottawa earlier this 
week on an extensive trip 
abroad in connection with his 
foreign aid survey. 

Pearson's attitude tn 
making toe files available was 
explained in a memorandum 
written to me on Feb. 28 in 
which he confirmed my free¬ 
dom to use material he bad 
shown me earlier. 

After a preliminary study of 
the tiles, he had given the 
prime minister a memoran- 
I dum outlining the material 
which I felt would be essential 
to a complete account and, in 
some cases, Cardin’s agree¬ 
ment had been necessary. 

Early Date 

"I am anxious to remove 
the impression—created by 
LaMarsh and Newman and 
perhaps others—that I sacri¬ 
ficed Favreau and Cardin for 
my own selfish purposes and 
that they felt that this was 
being done; tliat I wo* 
throwing them to the wolvea 
to protect myself,’’ Pearson 
wrote in Ns memorandum. 

During the dteounions we 
had with the former prime 
minister, It was clear that he 
was conscious of a danger 
that, unless the material was 
published at some early date, 
the disparaging versions of 
s:ime nf these events would be 
accepted and And their way 
unquestioned into future 
writing. Pearson currently in¬ 
tends to start wofk on his 
memoirs when he completes 
the World Bank task. 

From Archives 

The files are part of the 
personal papers Pearson was 
free to lake with him when he 
left the prime minister’s 
office 8 year ago. They were 
i placed in the National 
Archive* in 1968 and with¬ 
drawn temporarily last month 
tor use m these articles. 

At the time they were 
written they were highly 
c o n f i dential documents al¬ 
though none are in tlie 


category of state papers, 
which remain in toe privy 
council files. 

Cardin's personal letters to 
the former prime minister, 
written during a crucial 
period, show him to be a 
warm and generous man, full 
of admiration tor Pearson. 

They show that he blamed 
himself with some severity 
for his part in the Spencer 
and Munslnger affairs 
although, like Pearson, he was 
thoroughly convinced that Vic¬ 
tor Spencer was ttte rather 
pathetic post office clerk wtr> 
worked tor several years tor 
Russian Intelligence and ad¬ 
mitted It, but whose ease 
became controversial largely 
because Cardin ha* confirmed 
his Identity during a television 
appearance and had said that 
he would be kept under 
continued surveillance. 

F a v r eau’s memorandum, 
confirming the public account 
of what Pearson had been told 
and not told, has the mark of 
a fair-minded man setting the 
record straight. It was clearly 
intended for Pearson's use if 
he found this necessary at 
some point. 

Yukon MP 

The three controversies with 
which the files deal began on 
Nov. 23, 1964, when Erik 
Netisen, the Conservative 
member for the Yukon, raised 
the Rivard affair in the 
House. Rivard had been ar¬ 
rested on narcotics charges 
for the American authorities 
that summer and they were 
seeking to extradite him to 
stand trial. 

His friends were seeking his 
release on bad, to which the 
U.S. justice department was 
strongly opposed, in case he 
tied. 

In the course of the ball 
efforts, an $ffer of a 520,000 
bribe was alledgedly relayed 
to Pierre Lamontagne, the 
Montreal lawyer representing 
the justice department, by 
Denis, than executive assist¬ 
ant to the late Rene Trem¬ 
blay. minister of citizenship 
and immigration. 

The parliamentary con- 
troversy led to the appoint¬ 
ment of the Dorion commis¬ 
sion which found Favreau’s 
judgment at fault in deciding 
oq Ns own that the evidence 
did not warrant prosecuting 
Denis. 

He resigned from the jus¬ 
tice ministry in the spring of 
1965 but remained in the 
ministry until his subsequent 
appointment to the bench. He 
died soon afterwards. 

Cancer Case 

Victor Spencer, a Vancouver 
postal cleric, was dying erf 
cancer when bis case came to 
light In late 1965 and early 
1966. In the spring of 1965, the 
department of external affairs 
had Issued what they later 
came to realize was an ill- 
considered press release on 
Russian espionage activities. 

From the viewpoint of the 
administration, it told either 
too much or too little and was 
a thoroughly sensationalized 
little document that suggested 
innumerable questions and 
answered none of them. 

Die security authorities had 
wanted an announcement that 
would warn people that Rus¬ 
sian Intelligence activities are 
a continuing hazard. 

During (be autumn, Cardin 
confirmed on a television 
show thart Victor Spencer was 
one of file men involved. He 
had been dismissed from the 
public service and denied his 
pension although his super¬ 
annuation contribution* had 
been returned to him. 

Since he admitted tt, his 
guilt was not in doubt but 


there was a ferocious con¬ 
troversy over the fact that he 
had been fired but not prose¬ 
cuted. 

The opposition argued that 
this was grossly unfair to him. 
Cardin, with particular sup¬ 
port from fellow French-Can- 
adkm ministers, wa* engaged^ 
in an all-out defence of the 
handling qt the case when toe 
NDP took up a demand from 
Spencer himself that his loss 
of pension rights be investi¬ 
gated. 

Pearson. convi.*ced his gov¬ 
ernment would be defeated if 


it rejected tod NDP demand, 
conceded the limited investi¬ 
gation. 

It was this action that has 
been construed as betrayal of 
Cardin. Die subsequent in¬ 
vestigation found that Spencer 
had been fairly treated by toe 
government and toe RCMP. 

The Munsinger scandal grew 
out of toe parliamentary fight 
over Spencer. Fighting off bit¬ 
ter opposition attacks, Cardin 
told toe Conservative leader, 
John Diefenbaker, that he was 
toe last man to talk about se¬ 
curity cases and threw out at 


him the erroneous name 
"monsiegnor.” 

In a press conference a few 
days later, he expanded on the 
reference and the bluer fight 
over Gerda Munsinger’s as¬ 
sociation with conservative 
cabinet ministers got uixler- 
way. 

In one of his letters, Cardin 
comments that the Munsing¬ 
er inquiry "in spite of the 
sordid sex aspects ... is es¬ 
sentially and principally an 
inquiry Into toe handling of a 
b o n 1 f I d e case by Diefen¬ 
baker . . -”

The public rates the preserva¬ 
tion of the environment “just 
about at the top of the scale " 
and should be prepared to pay 
reasonable amount to achieve 
this end, Resources Minister 
Ray Williston said Friday. 

The minister was replying to 
Allan Cox (L—Oak Bay) who 
claimed earlier the provincial 
contribution towards the cost of 
sewerage treatment plants now 
before the Legislature was : 
"illusionary." 

'INEQUITABLE* 

Mr. Cox naid the bill, which 
establishes that local taxpayers 
meet the first two mills of coat 
of providing treatment plants 
and the provincial government 
75 per cent of any charges 
beyond that level, was a most 
inequitable way to finance a 
vital function. 

The Liberal member claimed 
"normal inflation" of mill rates 
will result in the province 
paying decreasingly smaller 
percentages of the total coat of 
such facilities over the 25-year 
term of repayment of the debt 
incurred. 

He urged the government to 
undertake to pay a fixed 
percentage of the coat of 
providing treatment facilities. 
OTTAWA REFUSED 
Mr. WiDiston said the Union 
of B.C. Municipalities originally 
sought an equal share of the 
coat of sewerage treatment by 
federal provincial and municipal 
levels of government However, 
he added, Ottawa refused to go 
along with this sharing formula. 

He said the two mill ceiling 
on full local participation, with 
the provincial government pay¬ 
ing 75 per cent of the remain¬ 
der, was a "fair arrangement' 
for protecting the environment 
because it helps most the smalt 
communities which face the 
high cost of treatment. 

'Everyone benefits from the 
protection of the environment,” 
the minister said, "and It's only 
fair that everyone should pay."

Thfe is the last time X wiH be mentioning our free seeds 
of sweet basil Dark Opal, as w-e must be getting an to other 
subjects. 

However, tor the benefit at those readers who haven’t yet 
written tor their gift packet at seeds, we will continue to run 
the coupon at the foot at this oalumn through the coming 
week. 

As allways happens during a Coionist tree seed oiler, I 
have been driuged with questions about this intriguing little 
plant, and today I think I had better try to dear up some at 
these doubts and difficulties. 

Q: How big does the plant grow? Should it be planted in 
the back or front row of the flower border? 

A: When fully grown, Dark Opal is about 14 inches tall 
and with a spread of about 10 inches, and woUd therefore 
qualify tor a middle-row position. When grown as a 
house-plant, the tip of the plant riwuld be snipped off when 
about five inches taH; tola induces a neater, more compact 
and bushier habit of growth. 

★ ★ ★ 

Q: Should it be planted out In sun or shade? 

A: Ideally in full sun. It will make satisfactory growth 
In partial shade; that ia, about five hours of sun per day, but 
the plant is inclined to straggle In deeper shade. 

Q: Do you think it would look good massed in a flower 
bed against a red brick house wall? 

A; No, Hie leaves and sterna are a rich, dark purple, 
and Ms would not rircw up IvaU a gad rat red brick. It should 
really have a tight badqeround Car beet effect. 

Q: Is this the same sweet basil we buy as a spice? 

A: As far as flavor and aroma goes. It is the same and 
Is used In the same way. However, the sweet basil of 
commerce Is a talllth and rather untidy plant with green 
leaves, whereas Dark Oped is dwarf and neat and highly 
ornamental. 

♦ * * 

Q: Can the leaves be dried foe winter use? 

A: Yes. Wait until the plants are In bloom, then cut 
them down to within a few Inches of (he ground. Tie the 
■talks in small bunches and hang up to dry in a oool, dark, 
weS-ventilated pace. Handle die leaves aa little as possible 
as they are very sensitive and may turn black where touched. 


As wito aH herbs, though, the dried leaves are not as 
good as the fresh; moreover, it s e em s rather a shame to out 
down such a pretty plant with Its rich purple coloring. For 
these reasons, then, I think it la beat to grow a plant or two 
in pots to rit on a sunny Mtcheh windowaS and provide fresh 
leaves throughout the winter. 

Q: la Dark Opal an annua] or a perennialT 

A: In its native India, sweet basil ia a true perennial, 
but aa it la kOad outright by the least touch cf frost. It to 
treated fn thta country aa ah annual, starting It afresh every 
spring from seed. 

It * * 

Q: Surely you were "putting u> on" when you said to 
swear and curse at the seeds when scaring them? 

A: I didn’t dream that up out of my own head; I found 
It in a book called The Pleasures of Herbs by Audrey Wynne 
Hatfield, Mrs. Hatilakl, who knows far more about the 
history oi herbs than 1 ever hope to learn, says that 
gardeners of early Greece and Rome believed it waa 
necessary to abuse and revile the seeds. 

I wouldn't dismiss all these ancient superstitions too 
casually; often these is scene smsfl grain cf truth in (hem. 
Did you know that plant aoientfrta have actually measured 
the effect of music on plant growth? And if musks, why not 
cuss words?

Himself to us. We have this 
capacity to be Christ-like, but 
most of us run into obstacles in 
the journey that should lead us 
to an ever-increasing union with 
Christ. 

One of the most frequent 
obstacles is fear. We may not 
even know what we fear, but we 
fear, in a vague kind of way, 
that Christ may demand too 
much of us if our friendship 
with Him becomes too close. We 
don't want to be fanatics. So we 
don’t give or share enough with 
Him — and we don't develop. 

♦ * * 

Another obstacle is our own 
poor opinion of ourselves. Just 
as we fear to reveal our real 
selves to others, because we 
believe that we are really so 
inadequate and unworthy of 
their love, so we feel that our 
failures have made us unworthy 
of God's love. 

We think God has given us up 
long ago, so we feel ashamed of 
ourselves, in His presence. If 
we are afraid of God's opinion 
of ourselves, we don't really 
trust Him, and we stop being 
honest with Him.
